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BHS, McBride 
students set 
class walkouts

A month after the Valentine’s Day 
shooting that killed 17 at a high school in 
Florida, students across the country have 
scheduled a walkout from classes to protest 
gun violence and honor those who were 
killed. 
The walkout was set for 10 a.m., 
Wednesday, March 14, at Belleville High 
School and McBride Middle School in the 
Van Buren Public Schools and was to last 
17 minutes -- one minute for each of the 
people who died in the Florida shooting. 
School Supt. Pete Kudlak told the school 
board at Monday’s meeting that all three 
police departments -- Belleville, Van 
Buren, and Sumpter -- have been meeting 
with the students to set up a safe walkout. 
He said the event is student-led and 
would include signs and chants. He said 
organizers were on both sides of the gun 
control issue. 
Supt. Kudlak said the students are kids 
and they want adults to figure something 
out. 
“They want to be safe,” Kudlak said. “It’s 
really non-partisan. They are exercising 
their choice.” 
Kudlak said the walkout was first 
scheduled to go out to the tennis courts 
at BHS, but then the students decided 
the 40-degree weather expected was too 
cold and they changed their destination 
to the school Commons (cafeteria). He 
said McBride students still planned to go 
outside. 
A press release sent by Rebecca Mackey, 
a parent of one of the student organizers, 
said students planned to leave class at 9:55 
a.m., with the protest beginning at 10 a.m.. 
Once students have gathered, event 
leaders Kaitlyn Plummer, Emily Wrath,

911 threat of ‘shooting up Belleville’ results in closing BHS

Someone called 911 to say “Belleville is 
going to be shot up.” The call came in to 
the Van Buren Township dispatch center, 
which services Belleville and VBT, at 7:30 
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p.m. Monday, said Belleville Police Chief 
Hal Berriman. 

This threat led Van Buren Public Schools 
Superintendent Pete Kudlak to close 
Belleville High School on Tuesday. The 
other schools in the district remained open. 

Chief Berriman said VBT police are 
working with Belleville on the threat. The 
FBI called the chief and they are working 
at tracking down the phone used in the 
threat. 

Police say the person who made the 


threat will be prosecuted when caught and 
those with any information are asked to 
call police. 

BHS was closed the day before the 
scheduled March 14 protest against gun 
violence at the school.

VBT OKs Edgemont to Martinsville bike trail along Huron River Dr.

After a public hearing before 25 people on 
March 6, the Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees unanimously approved a short link 
of the Iron Belle Trail. 

The link approved was referred to as 
Route Zero -- a new proposal presented 
at the March 6 meeting that steered away 
from the other five options presented that 
had a series of problems. 

The board approved going out for 
a $300,000 grant from the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources Trust 
Fund that would pay for building a short 
link of the biking/hiking trail that would 
run from Edgemont Street in the city of 
Belleville to Riggs Park on Martinsville 
Road. That grant would include VBT 
paying 25% matching funds. 

Township officials wanted to meet the 
April 1 grant application deadline so it 
was in a rush to make a decision and didn’t 
have time to work out details of how the 
trail would get from the Lower Huron 
Metropark to Riggs Park. 

The cost of the approved link is estimated 
at $400,000 to $450,000, said Matthew 
Best, director of public services. The 
total cost of the shortest route from the 
Metropark to the city of Belleville -- 1.89 
miles -- was estimated to be $1.6 million in 
the board’s packet, but that was upgraded 
to $1,954,104 in Best’s oral report on the 
routes. 


The short, direct, scenic, lakeside route 
had been the board’s favorite option. It 
went from the Metropark north on Haggerty 
and west over the old bridge spanning the 
Huron River and then past Sandy’s Marina 
on Edison Lake Road and across E. Huron 
River Drive with a pedestrian light and then 
west to Belleville through the front yards 
of those on the south side of Huron River 
Drive. 

But at the public hearing, several problems 
were revealed, beyond the dangerous traffic 
on E. Huron River Drive already reported 
by four homeowners led by retired Elwell 
Elementary School Principal Joe Monte. 
Those along the S curve near Edison Lake 
Road opposed having the trail in their front 
yards because of the speeding traffic and 
crashes that have occurred. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said he had 
talked with Sandy’s Marina the day before 
the hearing and found that Sandy’s had 
swapped land parcels with the township in 
1995 and owned more than first thought. 
The 10’-wide trail was planned to go in the 
right of way along the north side of Edison 
Lake Road with landscaping and curbing 
and reduce Sandy’s curb cuts to one for the 
house and one for the launch area. 

Supervisor McNamara backed off that 
plan. 

Also to get from Haggerty to E. Huron 
River Drive, the trail was to have taken the 
no-longer-used Edison Lake Road to the 
bridge and over the river to the marina area. 


Steve Ortner carried the March 1 
Independent to the microphone and pointed 
to the Google satellite picture of the 
proposed favorite route area on the front 
page. 

Ortner stabbed his finger into the front 
page and said he owned that industrial 
storage building on Haggerty and had a 
deed for the abandoned roadway that they 
were planning to use for their trail. 

He said his buddy brought him a copy 
of the Independent or he wouldn’t have 
known about this. 

“I had zero idea this was going on,” he 
said. “Mlive shows the Iron Belle Trail 
going through my yard and fence ... This is 
extremely disturbing. 

“I own Edison Lake Road and it shows up 
as a vacant road on my deed ... I pay $1,000 
a year in taxes on it,” Ortner said. 

He said he cleaned up the storage 
building a lot, but is not well-known in the 
community, except for at the township’s 
building department. 

Best said the township assessor shows 
that the county and township own the road. 

“T have a deed for the road,” Ortner said, 
noting he didn’t think he had to bring it for 
the public hearing. 

“I didn’t know about this until Friday,” he 
said. “You can’t go across that bridge and 
get to Haggerty Road without crossing my 
property.” 

Trustee Sherry Frazier, who is a real estate 
agent, asked if he got a title search for the 


property when he bought it and he said he 
did. 

“I have a property title policy and I 
will bring that in, with the deed,” he said, 
adding the paperwork on the property that 
he bought was in disarray so he has a real 
estate attorney on speed-dial. 

“I see your concern,’ McNamara said. 

[Ortner reportedly did bring in his 
documents to the township and he does 
own the roadway, as he said.] 

Jerry Jenkins of Edison Lake Road said 
he is concerned about the integrity of the 
old bridge. He said if it is part of the trail, 
there will be bike rallies and 1,000 people 
will stand on the bridge for a picture. 

Sam Lovell of PEA, Inc., the engineers 
who did the grant-funded, $30,000 first 
phase of the route work, said, “We have 
not looked at the structural integrity of the 
bridge.” 

Jenkins asked if the repairs to that bridge 
were included in the estimates for the trail 
and he was told they were not. 

The four other routes presented and then 
set aside for now include coming out of the 
Metropark on Bemis Road, heading west to 
the ITC high transmission lines and taking 
that route north to Savage Road and into the 
city on Savage, or to Martinsville to Riggs 
Park. Those routes encounter problems 
with railroad crossings and wetlands. 

“We’re in a little bit of a rush to get things 
going,” McNamara said.

Sumpter promotes 
Luke to Public 
Safety Director 


At Tuesday’s regular meeting of the 
Sumpter Township Board of Trustees, in a 
surprise move, Police Chief Eric Luke was 
promoted to Public Safety Director with a 
$12,000 raise. That would make his base 
pay $120,000, with perks on top of that. 

Trustee Don LaPorte, the liaison to 
the police and fire departments had 
recommended the consolidation to 
Supervisor John Morgan. Apparently, it 
also had been discussed by board members 
in the past, but not in public session. Trustee 
LaPorte said the fire department has the 
second-largest budget in the township 
-- a half-million dollars -- and had only a 
part-time chief to watch over it. The police 
department had a full-time chief to watch 
over its budget. 

Attorney Rob Young said consolidating the 
two operations had many pluses, including 
grant opportunities and many overlaps in 
public safety. “A lot of communities do 
this,” Young said. 

Treasurer Peggy Morgan, a longtime 
supporter of the police and fire departments, 
made a motion to delay the promotion until 
the new budget, which starts April 1. There 
was no second to her motion. She said 
she just got the information on the issue 
and would like time to discuss it with the 
supervisor. 

The motion to approve passed 5-1, with 
Treasurer Morgan voting no and Trustee 
Sheena Barnes absent. Surprise: Sumpter 
now has a public safety department.

She said last week she 
paid her quarterly bill of $122.10. Then, this 
week she got another bill for $229.50, which 
included the $122.10 she already paid. She 
said there was a difference of $107.40, so 
she wrote out a check for that. 

Then, she got to thinking and called the 
township. She said that the lady at the 
township told her she really owed $30.80 
and they have been having computer 
glitches. 

Our caller said she can’t believe all the 
wasted time here, besides her time and her 
ruined check. She had to call to get the 
correct amount. And, those people at the 
township are wasting time and money for 
postage to send out bills that aren’t correct. 

The school board meeting was adjourned 
at 8:17 p.m. on Monday and that was close 
to an hour after someone called 911 to say 
that Belleville was going to be shot up. 

Supt. Kudlak must have received the 
information from police shortly after the 
board meeting ended. I was talking with 
him after the meeting and he was smiling 
and upbeat. 

Soon after that he closed Belleville High 
School for Tuesday classes. 

A woman called and left a message that 
she has called the county many times to get 
them to do something to repair the potholes 
on Belleville Road and nothing happens. 

We’ve had calls about the crumbling 
cement on the Belleville Bridge, as well. 
The curb on one side of the bridge on the 
city side has crumbled terribly. 

What a mess at the entryway to the 
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city, along with the crumbling seawall 
and fenced-off park at the bridge, and the 
deteriorating, empty buildings on Main 
Street next to the deteriorated parking lot. 
Welcome to Belleville. 

The Van Buren Township Board of Trustees 
is considering whether it should join a huge, 
national, municipal class-action lawsuit 
against opioid pharmaceutical companies, 
opioid retailers, distributors, and the like. It 
is being led in this area by Sommer Schwartz 
attorneys and one of them -- Parker Stinar 
-- gave a lengthy presentation to the board 
during its work/study session on March 5. 

It’s being modeled on the big tobacco law 
suit that made a lot of money and hundreds 
of municipalities have already signed up 
nationwide. 

The board was told the law suit is being 
considered because the opioid epidemic 
has impacted communities nationwide. 
Board members had questions about some 
of the wording in the proposed agreement. 
They don’t want to end up paying taxpayer 
money for expenses of the litigation if the 
lawsuit fails. 

The agreement calls for the attorneys to get 
one-third of the gross settlement off the top 
and then pay the expenses of the litigation 
before paying the municipalities anything. 

Stinar said the township’s damages would 
be assessed before its share of the settlement 
is determined. It’s unclear just what VBT 
has suffered financially from opioid abuse. 
He said it’s sure not to go to trial, but there 
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W 
could be a mini trial with some of the best 
plaintiffs. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said it’s “an 
opportunity for some law firms to make 
some big bucks.” 

The board is having its attorney Patrick 
McCauley look at the 
documents presented 
and I’ve been told it 
looks like they will join 
in after McCauley gives 
his blessing. 

It will be scheduled for 
an upcoming meeting 
for a vote.

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Schools are a place for 
learning, not protests 


To the editor: 

I am very concerned by a decision 
made by our current Van Buren School 
Superintendent Kudlak. 

A supposed nationwide protest is 
scheduled for March 14 intended to call 
attention to the lack of security and safety 
of our children in school. 

While I welcome a dialogue between 
all sides of the issue and encourage 
the participation of our youth who 
want to engage in said dialogue, I am 
concerned about several aspects of our 
superintendent’s and school board’s 
decision. 

The protest is scheduled for 10 a.m. on 
March 14 and it is planned to last for 17 
minutes. While I agree that people who 
are passionate about the issue should have 
a right to voice their concerns, I do not 
believe it has to be done during school 
hours. School hours are meant for the 
education of our children. I wonder if in 
the consideration of this decision this was 
addressed. I suppose we’ll never know as it 
was done behind closed doors. 

Are our schools scoring so well in the 
Regional area State and Nation that 
missing part of the day isn’t important? Do 
we realize that although the demonstration 
is scheduled to last 17 minutes it will 
take 5 to 10 minutes to get the children 
outside and probably at least double that 
to get them back in and settled down for 
instruction. That puts the protest at 40-50 
minutes of lost school instruction time. 

Another question is has this been 
pushed by the students alone or with the 
encouragement of parents or teachers? 

When asked, superintendent Kudlak 
could not identify the source of who called 
for the protests to be allowed during school 
hours. 

Additionally the safety of our students 
should be of paramount importance and 
how can that be guaranteed when they are 
separated from those who choose not to 
participate and go outside by themselves 
where they could be at the mercy of 
anyone looking to make a statement of 
violence during this protest. Especially in 
light of the 911 call received here locally 
that we were just notified and caused the 
cancellation of Belleville High School the 
day before this planned protest. 

Finally, I believe our students shouldn’t 
be used for the purposes of political or 
social issue advancement by either side. 
Advanced possibly by the organizers 
of these protests, sympathetic teachers 
or administration personnel or the peer 
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pressure of other students. 

Schools are a place for learning and from 
the opening bell until the end of the day 
should be kept that way.

2018. The voucher request covered the 
cost of fuel ($62.14) and dinner ($21.29). 
That seems to be a rather expensive dinner 
for one who professes to be so frugal with 
his own money yet eats elegantly on the 
township’s dime. Apparently, he couldn’t 
wait to get home to eat? Then again on 
Feb. 1, 2018 Paul White submitted another 
MTA training / reimbursement travel 
voucher request of $95.92 for fuel costs for 
MTA training in Lansing, MI, and this time 
without dinner. 
Maybe he was dieting? 

Then on Jan. 31, 2018 both Mr. White 
and Ms. Frazier each submitted MTA 
Training/Travel Reimbursement Vouchers, 
that included hotel rooms and meals for 
a stay at the Raddison Hotel in Jackson, 
MI. Paul White’s hotel room was $192.55 
as was Ms. Frazier’s, also $192.55. They 
then spent $45.10 for dinner that night. I 
suppose Wendy’s must have been too far 
away? 

Altogether these vouchers add up to 
$609.55. The question isn’t why these 
expenses were paid for Ms. Frazier, 
because she is a first-term trustee, but 
why was Mr. White attending this MTA 
Training when he’s already had four years 
of township supervisor experience and he’s 
criticized others for wanting to attend these 
training sessions in the past? 

I spent 43 years traveling to and from 
home to work at AT&T and the drive was 
45 minutes to Southfield -- often seven 
days a week. Never once in those 43 years 
did I find it necessary to get a hotel room 
overnight in Southfield. Jackson is just 
45 minutes from Van Buren Township 
and the 45-minute drive could have saved 
taxpayers $430.20. When it’s beneficial 
to Paul White and Ms. Frazier it’s ok to 
waste money, but when Clerk Wright has a 
legitimate reason to be traveling on behalf 
of our proud community it is somehow, 
according to Ms. Frazier, “taking a free trip 
at the taxpayer’s expense”! 

When will this disgusting behavior 
stop and when will Ms. Frazier learn to 
disregard Mr. White’s deceitful ways? If 
she can’t persuade herself to ask the three 
elected officers for assistance perhaps she 
might seek help from Trustee Miller who 
has earned the respect of many of the 
citizens of this community.

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Sumpter Planners OK Verizon monopole for Pumpkin Factory site

A 175-foot-tall Verizon monopole was 
approved for about a 3.655-acre site at the 
southwest corner of the Pumpkin Factory 
farm at 48651 Harris Road. 

At its regular meeting March 8, the 
Sumpter Township Planning Commission 
voted unanimously to approve the special 
land use for a wireless communications 
tower, contingent on the township splitting 
off and rezoning the tower site. 

Planner Christopher Atkin of Carlisle/ 
Wortman of Ann Arbor explained that 
under the Michigan Planning Enabling Act, 
the township has 60 days from application 
to approve or deny a communications 
tower and if the 60 days expire, the tower is 
automatically approved. He said Sumpter 
was 30 days into the 60-day limit. 

There were two public hearings on March 
8, the first one on rezoning from the farm’s 
present Single Family Residential (R- 
2) zoning district to Agricultural (AG), 
which allows communications towers. The 
second public hearing was on the special 
land use required for a tower. 
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New Boston, Michigan 
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Property owner Linda LeBlanc said years 
ago she and her husband were offered $1.5 
million for their farm for a subdivision, 
explaining the residential zoning for the 
farmland. That was before the bottom fell 
out, she said. Later she said, Pulte Homes 
offered $800,000 for the farm. 

“Im 71 going on 72 and I’m still 
farming,” LeBlanc said. “I don’t miss what 
I don’t have.” 

The site of the monopole was expected 
to be 3.3 acres, but it had to be expanded 
slightly to allow for the 200 feet required 
setback from any Residential zoning. The 
site will have a Lohr Road address. 

LeBlanc said she lives at 48761 Harris 
Road on 1.21 acres, which is separate 
from, but adjoins, the farm. 

Fred Law represented Verizon in the 
presentation to the commission. Four 
neighbors spoke against having the 
monopole in their neighborhood. 

Josh King, who with his wife and three 
children live across Harris Road from 
the farm, was the most persistent with 
questions. 

He asked if there would be a heavy 
electrical burden and Law said it uses 
regular 120 kw power, low energy, which 
is not a massive draw on the electrical grid. 

“We don’t have a cell tower now and we 
lose power all the time,” LeBlanc said. 

“I don’t want it right across the road 
from my home,” said another neighbor, 
asking Verizon to go farther on LeBlanc’s 
property instead of by Swan Creek at Lohr 
Road. 

He said she is getting $1,000 a month, 
“... and it’s screw the neighbors. I’ll get my 
$1,000.” 
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Atkin said the placement of the tower is 
not up to the planning commission. 

During the rezoning public hearing, 
King asked to see the map that shows 
where Verizon towers are needed in the 
township and commission chairwoman 
Jane Stalmack said he could see it during 
the second public hearing in a few minutes. 

King said if he’s able to see the tower 
from his home, he’ll sell his house. He said 
the tower would impact his home’s value. 

Law said Verizon looks at the propagation 
map that is a computer model set up to 
determine which areas are served well 
and which are not served well. Verizon 
determined there was a hole in its coverage 
and asked Law to go out, meet the 
ordinance requirements, and find a site. 

He said they try to avoid wetlands, 
floodplains, and start crossing parcels off 
their map. 

“A big problem is the airfield to the 
northwest,” he said. “There’s a pretty 
specific area we can use.” 

Commissioner Jay Bardell said the pole 
was identical to the tower approved last 
year to go up on Haggerty. 

Mrs. King asked the commission to not 
pass the rezoning recommendation to the 
township board and to look at preservation 
of the land. 

“We want trees and green ... This is 
frustrating,” she said. “We will list our 
house very quickly.” 

“This tower is going south of my home,” 
LeBlanc said. “I live on the corner of Harris 
and Lohr, 180° from the road. In case it 
falls, it’s going to fall on my property. 

“Because of trees and the farm itself, 
you’ll probably only see the top of the 
tower,” she said to the Kings. 

She said her other neighbor “... is upset. 
It’s not directly across from him... He will 
see it from his backyard ... Where he got 
the idea I was getting $1,000 a month is 
beyond me. 

“That’s our future -- the cells,’ LeBlanc 
said. 

Township Trustee Matthew Oddy, who 
sits on the planning commission, said, 
“This is one of those situations where it’s 
not in my backyard -- NIMBY.” 

He said everyone wants cell phones, but 


nobody wants the towers near them. 

“We’re moving into the new age ... but 
nobody wants it in our backyard,” Oddy 
said. 

When Trustee Oddy asked about moving 
the tower farther to the east, Law said they 
are right on the edge of the floodplain, just 
outside it, and have to be careful. 

“Tf there’s a flood, you don’t want to lose 
your cell phone,” Law said. 

Oddy asked if the pole could be raised 
higher and put into a floodplain and Law 
replied that would take a different batch 
of approvals and timelines and he didn’t 
know if it’s possible. 

“Any time you move into the floodplain, 
the state folks look at displacement and 
mitigation,’ Law said. “You can’t just 
build it six feet up so it never gets wet.” 

He said there are a whole myriad of other 
considerations and it takes six to 12 months 
to look at all the impacts. 

When asked how deep the foundation 
would be, Law said it is 28’ deep. 

At the special land use public hearing, 
Atkin said the tower would be 172 feet tall 
plus three feet at the top, 10,000 square 
feet fenced-in area with a six-foot fence 
around it with barbed wire at the top, if 
the commission approves the barbed wire. 
This area is surrounded by a farm and a 
gravel drive is used to enter the site for 
maintenance. 

After approval Verizon would do a 
geotechnical investigation of the soils 
and set up removal conditions and a 
landscaping plan to buffer the equipment 
from view. No lighting is required on the 
tower, Atkin said, noting it was signed off 
on by the FAA because it is not tall enough 
to need lights. 

The monopole is six to seven feet in 
diameter and there are two 3x3x4.5’ 
cabinets, one for transmission and one for 
the 10kw DC generator, which is powered 
by propane and used only for emergencies. 

Commissioner Joy Cichewicz, who made 
the motion to approve the special land use, 
said she would put a tower in her backyard, 
since they are important to getting cell 
phone service. 

In other business at the meeting, Atkin

Six site condominiums, each a different 
color, are under construction on Belleville 
Lake next to the Belleville Bridge. 

The six on North Liberty Street will 
complete the planned unit development 
(PUD) approved by the city of Belleville 
several years ago, but not completed. 

Timothy Breault of Breault Homes 
purchased the property and launched into 
building the “coastal modern” design on 
the lake. Breault, who lives in Plymouth, 
has offices in Canton and Naples, FL, 
where he has constructed many homes on 
the water. 

He said the starting price for each, 
freestanding home is $485,000, with lots 
of additional features available. 

When asked about the deteriorating 
seawall along the lakeside property, 
Breault said he has talked to contractors 
and the needed repairs will be done in the 
spring. 

He said they will put walls at the ends 
of the repaired seawall and connect to the 
adjoining repaired seawall after the current 
condominiums and city do their work. 

The city is opening bids April 2 on its 
seawall repair for Doane’s Landing park 
and the current condo association is 
expected to use the same contractor for its 
work. 

Breault said the seawall wasn’t built 
correctly in the beginning. He said it 
will not be a problem for his upscale 
development. 

He said he wants to talk his wife into 
moving from downtown Plymouth to one of 
his lakeside homes. He said he has an open 
floorplan with nine-foot ceilings, eight- 
foot doors, and oak flooring throughout. 

Breault said the homes are true lake homes 


instead of cottages. He said the exterior 
will be with stone and wood and no vinyl 
siding. There are four bedrooms and a loft 
and views of Belleville Lake from every 
level, from the walkout basement to the 
second floor. 

Breault said he plans to have all six 
done by the end of the year and sold. One 
already is sold. 

Jeffrey Stabnau, a Belleville native now 
living in Pittsfield Township, is listing the 
site condos as sales manager of Real Estate 
One in Ann Arbor.

Gov. Rick Snyder has signed legislation 
authored by State Rep. Joe Bellino that 
brings punitive driver responsibility fees to 
an end on Oct. 1. 

Bellino, R-Monroe, introduced the 
measure, which was passed by the 
Legislature last month as part of a multi- 
bill package to end the fees and offer 
full forgiveness of outstanding debt. The 
elimination is a full year ahead of the 2019 
date that fees were scheduled to cease. 

“People who are forced to pay driver 
responsibility fees get nothing in return 
except increased debt and, in many cases, 
job loss for lack of transportation,” Bellino 
said. “I am proud to be a part of bringing 
these ill-conceived fees to an end and 
enabling Michigan families to escape the 
crushing debt brought on by the fees.” 

In addition to Bellino’s bill eliminating the 
fees as of Oct. 1, legislation enables people 
who lost their driving privileges to regain 
them without paying the reinstatement fee 
now through Dec. 31. People on monthly 
payment plans will receive immediate debt 


forgiveness, and others may participate in 
workplace development training programs 
to regain their driver’s licenses prior to 
Oct. 1. 

“These fees have negatively impacted 
hundreds of thousands of Michigan 
families since their enactment in 2003, and 
it is high time we bring them to an end,” 
Bellino said. “We are empowering people 
to get back behind the wheel and take part 
in Michigan’s remarkable comeback.”

Trinity Church launches ‘Friday 
Fill-Up’ food program for students 


On a chilly Saturday in February, some 
two dozen adults and kids gathered in the 
basement of Trinity Episcopal Church to 
assemble 80 bags of food -- enough to feed 
20 kids breakfast and lunch every weekend 
in March. 

Volunteers delivered the food to 
Rawsonville Elementary School on the 
following Friday. 

The program is called the “Friday Fill- 
Up.” Its mission statement reads: “Animated 
by our faith tradition’s teachings to care for 
others, the Friday Fill-Up program strives 
to reduce food insecurity in the Van Buren 
School District by feeding weekend meals 
to the most vulnerable among us: our 
children.” 

The Friday Fill-Up came about when 
church leaders talked with school officials 
and learned about kids in this community 
who get breakfast and lunch at school 
Monday through Friday, but sometimes have 
to face bare cupboards over the weekend. 

Hunger is associated with a host of 
issues for children, including difficulty 
concentrating and learning; developmental 
delays; behavioral and emotional challenges 
like anxiety, hyperactivity, and aggression; 
and elevated risk for chronic illnesses such 
as anemia and asthma. 

The bags contain nutritious, 


non- 


perishable foods with an emphasis on items 
that are easy to open and consume with little 
to no cooking skills: jars of peanut butter, 
containers of apple sauce, shelf-stable milk, 
cereal, granola bars, microwave-ready mac 
and cheese, etc. They are designed to provide 
enough calories to cover at least breakfast 
and lunch for one child for two days. Some 
dental hygiene items are also included. 

Pastor Ian Reed Twiss said the church 
plans to continue to feed at least 20 kids 
every weekend through the end of the school 
year. They hope to be able to expand that 
number to at least 50 by the fall and meet 
these kinds of food needs in other schools 
in the district. 

Volunteer energy is strong, so their focus 
is on seeking grants and additional funds 
to keep the program going and expand its 
impact, Pastor Twiss said. 

Financial donations are welcome. Checks 
can be made out to Trinity Episcopal Church 
with “Friday Fill-Up” in the memo line and 
sent to the church at 11575 Belleville Road, 
Belleville, MI 48111. Approximately $40 
feeds one child every weekend for a month.

gave an update on the land use master plan 
on which he has been working. 

He said among the highlights are the 
zoning adjustments for manufactured house 
communities and how to consolidate that. 

Atkin also said the township hasn’t been 
active in setting up Capital Improvement 
Projects, which is required. He said the 
Capital Improvement Projects list usually 
is set up at budget time and is essentially 
a wish list, a five-to-seven-year prioritized 
plan. The projects have to be a benefit to the 
community as a whole, such as for public 
safety or water/sewer. He said it allows the 
township to start setting aside money. He

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said it is constantly revised because things 
change. It lets the township residents know 
what direction they are going. 

He said the master plan is still really 
rough and he is still working on it. He said 
at the April 12 meeting he hopes to have a 
little more polished master plan with maps. 

Atkin also said the Verizon tower is not a 
done deal. He said the planning commission 
is just a recommending body and the 
township board makes the final decision on 
the rezoning. That item is expected to be on 
the township board agenda March 27. 

The commission did, however, make the 
final decision to approve the special land 
use permit for the tower, if the rezoning is 
approved.

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Clerk Leon Wright’s travels, expenses questioned by 2 trustees

At the March 6 meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees, Trustee Paul 
White asked that the voucher list be pulled 
off the consent agenda and put on the 
regular agenda so it could be discussed. 

Items on the consent agenda generally are 
approved without discussion. 

When it came up for discussion, Trustee 
White said that he sees that $600 is on that 
voucher list to be paid for registration for 
a trip by Clerk Leon Wright to Newport 
Beach, VA. 

“We need a travel policy in place,” 
Trustee White said. He has been asking for 
a revised policy for several months. 

He said he understands under the 
present policy, the three full-time electeds 
(supervisor, treasurer, and clerk) approved 
the registration and transportation and 
hotel and meals. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said it is all 
in the budget, in the footnotes. 

White said he wanted to know how this 
benefits Van Buren Township residents. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said White did 
approve “a paper.” She said the board did 
approve Wright joining the International 
Clerks Association. She said White signed 
the approval. 

Supervisor McNamara repeated it was a 
footnote in the budget they approved. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said that document 
looked like a letter when it came to the 
board table. 

“I didn’t know we were specific,” Trustee

Frazier said. 

She said whenever they are expending 
tax dollars it should be approved by the 
whole board. 

Frazier said the travel policy shouldn’t be 
approved by the “three electeds,” of which 
Clerk Wright is one. 

She said he spent over $2,000 last year 
going to Montreal. He had one grant to pay 
part of the registration, but this time no 
grant has been applied for. 

“This is money the taxpayer is paying for, 
ultimately,” Frazier said. 

“If he would have reported what ideas he 
got from going to Montreal, it would have 
been different,” she said. 

“Belonging to the international association 
is ... in my opinion, government officials 
taking vacations on tax payers dollars,” 
Frazier said. 

“I have explained...” Clerk Wright began. 

“Explain again,” Frazier cut in. 

“Don’t interrupt me. I didn’t interrupt 
you,” Wright said. 

He said being on the international group 
he gets to make decisions on a regional 
level. 

“I didn’t ask you for what you learned 
in Lansing in the conference,” Wright said. 
“We don’t have time to sight-see. We’re in 
the conference all day long... I’ve always 
gone on trips and I’ll continue to go on 
trips and pay for them...” 

Wright said they said they don’t know 
how it benefits the township. He said they 
ask the same questions week after week. 

He said the township budget is $14-$15

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million and this is his tenth year in office. 
He said the township runs a very tight ship, 
budget-wise. 

Trustee Reggie Miller said Trustees White 
and Frazier are entitled to their opinions, 
but they could have asked their questions 
at the work/study session. 

“Why are we grandstanding in front of 
the public?” Trustee Miller asked. 

The regular meetings are cablecast, but 
the work/study meetings have a very small 
audience and are not recorded for showing. 

“I am not grandstanding,” replied White. 
“I asked Clerk White straight out... I asked 
if Clerk Wright paid for the meals for his 
wife with a township credit card ... He said 
no, I will not show you... I asked you and 
you said you wouldn’t show me.” 

“If you don’t trust me that’s your 
problem,” Wright replied. “If you find out I 
haven’t paid ...” 

White said Wright’s payment hasn’t 
shown up on the financial records. 

Frazier said for Wright to say “we run 
a tight budget” sounds like he is saying, 
“Frazier, don’t worry about a $600 
conference, we have a $14-$15 million 
budget.” She said there will be plane fare 
coming up, as well. 

Frazier said when they study the voucher 
list they find Wright’s passport was paid 
for by taxpayers’ funds. 

She said there was $332 paid for meals 
for a three-day conference. 

“T took it upon myself and asked him ... 
and he admitted to me,” Frazier said. She 
said his wife had been at the conference 
and he paid for her meals on the township 
credit card. 

“You are an experienced clerk,” Frazier 
said, adding he should have paid for his 
meal with the township credit card and her 
meal with a private credit card. 

Clerk Wright started to speak and Frazier 
asked Supervisor McNamara to give Wright 
a lecture on interrupting like McNamara 
gave her a lecture on interrupting the day 
before. 

“I am not going to be bullied,” Frazier 
said, adding she is fulfilling her fiduciary 
duty by asking questions for the residents. 

“Clerk Wright goes to a conference every 
month or every other month,” Frazier said. 

“It’s in the budget. It’s been approved,” 
Wright insisted. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd made a motion 
to approve the voucher list and Miller 
seconded the motion. It was approved with 
Frazier and White voting no. 

In other business at the March 6 meeting, 
the board: 

e Heard Clerk Wright announce the 
township offices will be closed on March 
23 so the employees can get emergency 
lessons; 

e Heard Treasurer Budd report that the 
township got a notice from Wayne County 
that VBT was the first one to turn in 
balanced tax payments. She praised her 
deputy Sean Bellingham for his work, along 
with account clerks Jessica Shevrovich and 
Kathy Adams.

The township will figure out the rest of 
the route once they get started with the first 
link. 

The Iron Bell Trail runs from Belle Isle in 
Detroit to Ironwood in the Upper Peninsula, 
although many links through communities 
have yet to be built. 

“We don’t need to determine the whole 
route right now,” said Lovell. “This route 
connects Belleville to a park along the Iron 
Belle Trail. The map online is based on 
preliminary information and is changing 
constantly. 

“If we get to Riggs Park, we'll have a lot 
of different prospects,” Lovell said. 

McNamara said they would be looking 
for other grants to continue the trail and 
suggested it will take three years, at least, 
to complete that link. 

McNamara said he believes the Huron 
River Drive route would be safe and there 
are lots of options. 

“Belleville is our downtown. We should 
embrace it,’ McNamara said. 

He said Parks and Recreation Director 
Jennifer Wright and Best came up with the 
Zero Option to build a nice trail from Riggs 
Park to Belleville and he would push for 
Option Zero. 

Best also had suggested setting up a 
committee like the lake ordinance work 
committee. Members would in work on a 
recommendation to the township board on 
the best route. 

“T like Matt’s idea for a subcommittee,” 
said Trustee Reggie Miller. “I’m not quite 
sure on the best option right now.” 

Trustee Frazier suggested the township 
send out letters to township residents 
concerning the route. 

“Mr. Ortner didn’t know it was happening 
until he saw it on the front page of the 
Independent. Thank goodness, he reads the 
Independent.” 

“No matter how we go, we’re going to 
make people unhappy,” said Trustee Paul 
White. He said about 15 years ago when 
the township was looking at a hiking trail 
from the Metropark along Bemis to the ITC 
corridor, “The Bemis people were more 
unhappy than you are.” He was addressing 
the E. Huron River Drive residents who 
opposed the first route option past their 
homes. 

McNamara said that when they connect 
the Metropark with Belleville they will 
begin work on getting from Belleville 
to Washtenaw County and will probably 
continue out W. Huron River Dr.

Court Watching: 
Jeremy Schuh waives 


exam, bound over on 
B&E of VBT building

Jeremy Daniel Schuh, 37, waived his 
preliminary exam on charges of breaking 
and entering a building with intent to 
rob and _assaulting/resisting/obstructing 
a police officer on Feb. 17 in Van Buren 
Township. 

On Feb. 28, 34th District Court Judge 
Brian A. Oakley bound Schuh over to 
circuit court for a March 7 arraignment 
on the information. Judge Oakley asked 
pretrial services to review the bond to see 
if they wanted to reduce it, as requested by 
Schuh’s attorney. 

Schuh was being held in the Wayne 
County Jail on $50,000 cash bond, with 
tether. His court appointed attorney is 
Ashraf Al-Awamleh. 

Schuh’s co-defendant, Dallas Ray 
Blankenship, HI, 22, is being held on the 
same charges and also is lodged in the 
Wayne County Jail on $50,000 cash bond, 
with tether. His preliminary exam was set 
for March 7 at 34th District Court. 

Blankenship’s court-appointed attorney 
is Sam Chieerkian. 

Anton Tarae Brooks 
Anton Tarae Brooks, 25, told Judge Oakley 
he wanted to hire his own attorney, so his 
probable-cause conference was adjourned 
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until March 21. He is charged with fleeing 
police in a vehicle - fourth degree and 
driving while license suspended on Feb. 
13 in Van Buren Township. His defense 
attorney had been appointed by the court. 
Timothy William Camilli 

Timothy William Camilli, 36, was not 
present and his attorney said Camilli said 
he had paperwork that showed he wasn’t 
due to be at court until March 14. Judge 
Oakley explained that defendants are 
given two dates when they have to appear 
in court: one is for the probable cause 
conference, which was that day for him, 
and one for the preliminary exam, which 
was the following week. 

Judge Oakley told Reginald Thomas, 
Camilli’s court-appointed attorney, that his 
client had until Friday morning, March 2, 
to appear at the court or he would issue a 
bench warrant for his arrest. 

Camilli is charged with unlawfully 
driving away a motor vehicle on Nov. 10 
in Van Buren Township. 

Michael Allen Jardine 
Michael Allen Jardine, 36, was charged 
with assault with a dangerous weapon and 
aggravated domestic violence on Feb. 13 
in Sumpter Township. He was lodged in 
the Wayne County Jail on $10,000/10% 
bond. 


He was present in Judge Oakley’s 
courtroom by video and although his court- 
appointed attorney Ashraf Al-Awamleh 
said his client wanted to waive his 
preliminary exam, Jardine said he didn’t. 

Judge Oakley sent the attorney to another 
courtroom so he could confer with his 
client confidentially by video. 

When Jardine came back on video in 
Judge Oakley’s courtroom, he said he 
is demanding his preliminary exam and 
Judge Oakley adjourned it to March 14. 

Patrick Kevin Koontz 

Patrick Kevin Koontz, 56, waived his 
preliminary exam and will be at circuit 
court March 14 for his arraignment on the 
information. 

He was free after posting bond of 
$15,000/10%. Koontz is charged with 
controlled substance-delivery/manufacture 
of marijuana, weapons felony firearm, 
brandishing a firearm in public, and 
firearms possession while under the 
influence in Van Buren Township on Dec. 
11. His court-appointed attorney is David 
Shand. 

Justin Starling Markowski 

Justin Starling Markowski, 34, waived 
his preliminary exam and is due at circuit 
court on March 14 for an arraignment on 
the information. 

He is charged with operating while 
intoxicated-third and driving while license 
suspended-second in Sumpter Township 
on April 15, 2017 He is free after posting 
bond of $5,000/10%. 

Devon Kaiser 

Devon Kaiser was present before Judge 
Oakley for a motion hearing. He said he 
pled guilty to a misdemeanor charge of 
controlled substance. He said he had a 
concealed pistol license and Van Buren 
Township Police refuse to return his gun. 
He was in control of his gun when he was 
charged with a felony, but then it was 
reduced to a misdemeanor charge. 

He said the weapon belonged to his father 
who passed way five years earlier and he 
has nothing else of his father’s. He said 
one police lieutenant said he could have 
his gun back and another said he couldn’t. 

Judge Oakley said, besides all that, “Don’t 
we still have the Second Amendment?” 
He granted and signed the motion to have 
VBT PD return Kaiser’s weapon.

and Chloe Frye-Anthony, along with other 
students, were to read the names of those 
killed in the Marjory Stoneman Douglas 
High School shooting on Feb. 14 in Florida. 

The reading of the names was to be 
followed by a moment of silence. Student 
leaders encouraged their classmates to 
bring signs expressing personal views on 
gun violence and school safety. 

The plan was for students to return to 
their classes immediately following the 
event. Teachers were to stay in their 
classrooms to teach those who didn’t walk 
out and those who missed their classes 
would be expected to make up the work, 
Kudlak said. 

Kudlak said the school administration 
supports participation in democratic 
activities, however, it is not openly 
advocating for or participating with these 
students. 

In an email statement, Kudlak said, 
“The role of the staff at the walkout will 
be solely to keep our students safe. District 
staff members are in no way assisting in 
the implementation of the walkout, nor had 
any role in planning the event.” 

Students were not to be allowed to leave 
the school grounds during the protest 
and parents and outside visitors were not 
allowed to participate in the event. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the school board: 

e Heard Kudlak report that there has been 
discussion for the last two to three months 
on purchasing barricades for school doors, 
if students and teachers have to stay in their 
rooms. He said there are three versions 
on the sheet from the security systems’ 
company, depending on whether the door 
swings in or out or is an outside door. He 
said they have not counted the doors yet, 
but believe there are 400 doors which 
should cost $40,000; 


e Heard Kudlak report that Van Buren 
Township is helping the school district get 
the antidote Narcan, which counteracts 
an opioid overdose and will train all the 
administrators in its use. Kudlak said the 
district hasn’t had a problem with that, 
but will get the training in use of the nose 
spray; 

e Watched a presentation by Jane Stalmack 
and Mary Ellen Vago on the STEAM open 
house on Saturday, Feb. 3, that involved 
technology demonstrations from all the 
schools and attracted 300 children, adults, 
and staff. The next STEAM event is 
planned for Feb. 2, 2019; 

e Watched a presentation by Scott 
Wilsey, director of Belleville New Tech, 
on what New Tech is doing, including 
several hundred podcasts, weekly posts, 
three students interviewed by National 
Public Radio, the ongoing Zombie 5K 
run, the Goose Feces project at Horizon 
Park, Project RED with the Michigan 
Farm Bureau, Relay for Life and oncology 
education, and other projects. The newest 
project is to go out to business owners and 
the community to ask what issues they are 
having that New Tech could help solve. He 
said they focus on project-based learning 
and want to have authentic projects; 

¢ Heard board member Alison Bennett 
explain the 50 pages of pending board 
policy updates, many of which have to do 
with complying with state law and were 
recommended by NEOLA. This was the 
first reading. A second reading and vote 
will take place at a future meeting; 

e Approved the resignations of non- 
instructional employees Connie Disney of 
McBride Middle School after 10.5 years of 
service as of March 5; and Linda Missant 
of Owen Intermediate after 19 years of 
service as of March 16; 

e Approved the resignations of teachers 
Shanna Currie of BHS after four years of 
service as of March 9; Bernadette Garren- 
McDonald of Owen after less than one year 


as of March 16; and Elizabeth Wathen of 
Owen after 1.5 years of service as of Feb. 
28; 

e Heard Financial Director Shareen Barker 
announce that they put out more than 450 
letters concerning payments to employees 
and former employees for the deductions 
taken from pay that later proved illegal. 
She said they are about half done; and 

e Heard Human Resources Director Abdul 
Madyun say the district is preparing for the 
Michigan State Police audit of fingerprints. 
He said in every district audited so far the 
MSP has found something not right and 
the district is trying to get everything ready 
for them. He also said he is working with 
the union on a tentative school calendar for 
the next school year and they are trying to 
get rid of some of the half days. He said 
because of the common calendar, next year 
spring break will be two weeks past Good 
Friday.

Supervisor McNamara called the meeting to 
order at 7:00 p.m. in the Board Room. Present: 
Supervisor McNamara, Treasurer Budd, Clerk 
Wright, Trustee Frazier, Trustee Martin, Trustee 
Miller and Trustee White. Others in attendance: 
Secretary Montgomery, Public Services 
Director Best, Executive Assistant Selman, 
Recreation Director Wright and an audience of 

twenty-five (25). 

Supervisor McNamara requested the agenda be 
amended removing Consent Business item #6 
[Voucher List of March 6, 2018] and placing it 
as New Business item #1. 

APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Frazier moved, 
Miller seconded to approve the agenda. Motion 
Carried. 

CONSENT AGENDA: Budd moved, Miller 
seconded to approve the Consent Agenda as 
amended. [Work Study Session minutes of 
February 20, 2018, Closed Session minutes of 
February 20, 2018, Board Meeting minutes of 
February 20, 2018, Prepaid List of February 
22, 2018, Prepaid List of March 1, 2018 and 
approval of the attorney recommendation in the 
settlement of Wayne County Circuit Case No. 
17-008615-NI, Anna Wambaugh V. Van Buren 
Township]. Motion Carried. 

PUBLIC HEARING: Miller moved, Frazier 
seconded to open the Public Hearing at 7:05 to 
receive public comment on the Iron Belle Trail 
Project. Motion Carried. 

Public Services Director Best outlined the Iron 
Belle Project and the possible routes identified. 
When completed the Iron Belle Trail will be 
the longest state trail in the nation connecting 
Belle Isle in Detroit to Iron Wood in the Upper 
Peninsula. It will consist of 1,221 miles of 
hiking trail (72% completed) and 798 miles 
of non-motorized trail (62% completed). The 
project incorporates a safe connection from 
Downtown Belleville to Lower Huron Metro 
Park and requires a 25% contribution of 
funding by the Township. Grants have been 
identified and will be applied for to cover the 
required 25% funding. A public informational 
meeting was held at Belleville High School on 
January 31, 2018 at which attendees identified 
route options and expressed pros and cons of 
each. Three of the options were discarded by 
the Board because they would require right 
of way access from the railroad which has 
been denied. The remaining options will be 
further reviewed by the Board. Director Best 
proposed a new option that would address the 
first segment of the trail and allow the Board 
to consider moving forward with the grant 
application submission. The segment would 
commence at Edgemont Dr. along the southside 
of E. Huron River Dr. and end at Riggs Park. 
Moving forward he proposed forming a Van 
Buren Township Trails workgroup consisting 
of residents and moderated by Township Staff 
(Parks and Public Services) who would provide 
a route recommendation to the Board. PEA Inc. 
Engineer Sam Lovell was present to answer 
questions from the audience. 

Audience members comments included: support 
of the Iron Belle Trail, safety concerns with 
Option #1, easements, setbacks, path width, 
ownership of Edison Lake Rd., E. Huron River 
Drive speed limit, speed limit enforcement, 
traffic accidents at s-curves on E. Huron River 
Drive, mailbox location/relocation, damaged 
trees, damaged fire hydrants, damaged fences, 
bridge integrity, bridge structural assessment, 


utility location/relocation, utility connection 
responsibility, path crossing safety on E. Huron 
River Drive, road conditions, lack of support 
for Option #1, support for alternative routes, 
and eighteen wheeler traffic. Two letters to the 
Board were read or summarized by audience 
members who had submitted them in advance 
of the Public Hearing. Questions posed by 
audience members were addressed by PEA 
Engineer Lovell. 

Board members commented on: The 
importance of public involvement in the 
process of determining the trail route, thanked 
the audience for participating in the process, 
encouraged continued participation, support for 
the formation of a trails workgroup, support for 
moving forward with the initial path segment 
on the southside of E. Huron River Dr. from 
Edgemont Dr. to Riggs Park, discussed pros 
and cons of various routes and emphasized 
the importance of safety when it comes to 
determining the final route. 

White moved, Miller seconded to closed the 
Public Hearing at 8:38 p.m. Motion Carried. 
CORRESPONDENCE: None. 

PUBLIC COMMENT: None. 
UNFINISHED BUSINESS: Martin moved, 
Frazier seconded to approve Resolution 2018- 
2 authorizing the grant submission to the 
Michigan Natural Resources Trust Fund to 
cover a segment of the trail from Edgemont Dr. 
to Riggs Park. Motion Carried. 

NEW BUSINESS: Budd moved, Miller 
seconded to approve the Voucher List of March 
6, 2018. Roll Call Vote. Yeas: McNamara, Budd, 
Wright, Martin and Miller. Nays: Frazier and 
White. Motion Carried. Trustees Frazier and 
White expressed concern over Clerk Wright’s 
registration fee to attend the International 
Institute of Municipal Clerks conference out 
of state. Both indicated their previous request, 
and continued desire, to have further discussion 
and review of the travel policy. Trustee Frazier 
questioned the benefit to the community in 
attending an international Clerks’ conference 
and the Clerk’s expenses associated with past 
and future travel. Trustee Miller, Treasurer 
Budd and Supervisor McNamara confirmed 
their support of the Clerk’s Regional position 
and that expenses associated with the position 
were discussed and approved during the budget 
process. Clerk Wright reminded Board members 
that he was elected Regional Director of the 
International Institute of Municipal Clerks last 
year and will be installed in this position during 
the conference in question. His travel plans and 
expenses were discussed and approved during 
the budget process and that each Board member 
had signed a letter of support for him as a 
Regional Director. Clerk Wright maintained 
that for the past ten years he has followed all 
policies and procedures relating travel and in the 
performance of his duties and all expenditures 
have been thoroughly reviewed on an annual 
basis by the Township auditing firm.

over to circuit court 
on weapons charges

Sean Eugene McKeehan, 28, was bound 
over to circuit court on two weapons 
charges when he waived his preliminary 
exam before 34th District Court Judge Tina 
Brooks Green on March 7. 

He is due at the Frank Murphy Hall 
of Justice at 9 am. March 14 for his 
arraignment on the information. 

His court-appointed defense attorney 
asked Judge Green to reduce his client’s 
bond from the $50,000/10% set at his 
arraignment. McKeehan remains in the 
Wayne County Jail, unable to raise the 
bond. 


The defense attorney said his client had 
only one prior reckless driving ticket on his 
record. He served in the military and was at 
the University of Michigan Hospital for an 
evaluation. The attorney said McKeehan 
has no competency issues and was no 
threat to the community. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor 
Phebie Longnecker said because of his 
threats reported by police [to do a mass 
shooting and then kill himself], he is a 
danger to the community. 

Judge Green continued the bond, but 
referred McKeehan to pretrial services for 
a bond review. 

McKeehan reportedly is suffering from 
post traumatic stress disorder and may be 
able to be transferred to a Veterans’ Court, 
police said. 

McKeehan is charged with weapons- 
firearms-short barreled shotgun/rifle and 
felony firearm on Feb. 21 in Van Buren 
Township.
